CREW SPLITS

flight split up on two planes to 
make the run to Travis Air Force 
Base, Calif.

Navy men in his crew flew off 
to California about an hour before 
the passengers left.

The conference’s representative 
in the tournament, beginning with 
the 1964-65 season, will be picked 
by a selection committee appoint­ 
ed by the MAC president. The ac­ 
tion was taken following a period 
of scheduling difficulties. 
No changes were made in the 
college division basketball struc­ 
ture or in the university division 
structure in other sports. 
In other action, the conference 
approved a recommendation re­ 
ducing from seven to five the 
number of conference opponents 
that a MAC team must meet in 
ordr to be eligible for the cham­ 
pionship. 
The University Division will be 
an eight-team circuit next sea­ 
son.

BREAKS ANEW 
MONDAY NIGHT

tween the Amateur Athletic Un­ 
ion and the National Collegiate 
Athletic

day night over the interpretation 
of a letter Gen. Douglas MacAr­ 
thur wrote in nil ing on an appli­ 
cation of the United States Track 
and Field Federation for the right 
to sanction open meets as well as 
the M U . 
The 82-ycar-old five star gen­ 
eral. recently appointed arbitra­ 
tor by President Kennedy to set­ 
tle the differences between the 
groups, 
wrote that “the 
argu­ 
ments of neither group are con­ 
vincing and one is inclined to sus­ 
pect that the real animation of 
both rests upon the issue of inter­ 
national prestige. The differences 
discussed in their briefs arc more 
apparent 
than 
real and 
there 
would be little cause for quarrel 
were it not for the emotional re­ 
flexes involved.” 
WITHOUT PREJUDICE 
The general concluded: “ It is 
my opinion that the USTFF in 
approving 
authorizing or sanc­ 
tioning the participation of ath­ 
letes under it jurisdiction to com­ 
pete in open track and field m eets 
and events in this country should 
approve, authorize or sanction the 
athletes themselves or the institu­ 
tions of learning they represent 
rather than the meet itself, with 
information thereon furnished to 
meet sponsors. This is without 
prejudice to either the USTFF or 
the AAU to any position on which 
either may desire to stand or ac­ 
tion it may desire to take after 
the 1964 Olympic Games.” 
This was interpreted as a vic­ 
tory by Louis Fisher, of High 
Point. N.C., president of the AAU, 
to whom the letter was addressed 
as well as William Russell, Ingle­

Russell said in his opinion the 
MacArthur view was not to be 
considered final and binding. Wal­ 
ter Byers, executive secretary of 
the NCAA, declared that “The

as a rejection of the 
USTFF stand.

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Nation Awaits Soar Of 60s' 
In Wake Of Soggy' Economy 


By STERLING F. GREEN 
WASHINGTON <AP)-When, If 
ever, are the ’60s going to soar0 
Maybe they'll take off about 
1965. if we have good luck and 
lower taxes. Once aloft, the eco­ 
nomy could be swept into the 1970s 
on the updraft of an unprecedent­ 
ed wave of family formation. 
So says Walter W Heller, chair­ 
man of the President’s Council of 
Economic Advisers, who recently 
observed that up to now this dec­ 
ade could be called the “slightly 
soggy '60s." 
Ever since the baby binge that 
followed World War II, experts 
have been predicting a business 
boom in the 1960s. The baby crop 
would mature, marry, and set off 
widening waves of demand by 
building houses, choosing furni­ 
ture, buying cars and television 
sets, and starting its own crop of 
babies. 
JOBS SCARCE 
Now the seers are less certain. 
Too many newcomers to the labor 
market are finding the “no vacan­ 
cy" sign up. The real tidal wave 
of young jobhunters hasn't yet ar­ 
rived. 
If the oncoming millions don’t 
find employment, the soaring '60s 
could turn out to be the slumping 
’60s. with ever-quickening automa­ 
tion diminishing the job opportuni- 
ties for a swiftly growing labor 
force. 
Dr. Heller is optimistic. The big 
push of family formation, he told 
an interviewer, apparently will de­ 
velop three or four years from 
now’, and it should be an economic 
blessing rather than a burden. 
Originally most demographers— 
those who study population trends 
and their effects—judged that the 
economic impact of family forma­ 
tion would be felt by 1964 or 1965. 
Today there is les. agreement on 
the timing, but the experts still 
believe that the stork brings pros­ 
perity. 
Some predict the lift will be de­ 
layed until the threshhold of the 
'70s. 
FAVORS 1966 
Chairman Heller favors a guess 
of 1966 or 1967—by which time. 
he believes, the economy should 
already be on the rise. 
But he disagrees emphatically 
with the idea that the country 
can relax, secure in the knowledge 
that a demographic time—bomb is 
ticking away, biding its hour to 
blast away the effects of years of 
underemployment. 
An era of unprecedented eco­ 
nomic expansion is possible, ac­ 
cording to Heller, but it will not 
be bestowed on Americans solely 
by “the county of providence and 
procreation.” 
“ By 1970 one-third of the labor 
force will consist of young people 
who have entered it since I960,” 
Heller said. 
“That tremendous inpouring of 
labor could help or hurt, depend­ 
ing on the policy we follow. 
“We face the necessity of gen­ 
erating enough demand to put 
put these young millions to work.” 
TAX RELIEF 
The job generating device on 
which the White House has pinned 
its hopes is a net $10-billion worth 
of tax reduction, which Heller 
estimates will increase consumer 
and business demand by three or 
four times that much. 
If favorable credit and other 
policies accompany the tax stimu­ 
lus, and if no unforeseen calami 
ties happen along, the country 
could attain substantially full em­ 
ployment by 1965, he has suggest­ 
ed. Quite close behind will come 
the fresh wave of sustained con­ 
sumer demand generated by the 
spending and borrowing of the 
young-marrieds. 
What if things go wrong? Sup­ 
pose that a major industry should 


take a nosedive—that tile com­ 
mercial building boom, to use an 
unlikely but conceivable example, 
should collapse suddenly? 
The White House economist con 
ceded that a serious setback in 
any important segment of the 
economy would be a serious mat­ 
ter. It would tend to cancel out 
the stimulative effect of tax cuts 
— and make it harder to get the 
'60s airborne. 
That is a risk which would be 
run in any case, and one which 
would be lessened by tax reduc­ 
tion. There can be no guarantee, 
said Dr. Heller, that the coming 
m asshc 
infusion 
of 
youthful 
grains, skill and energy will be 
utilized as it should be.

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Russia Warned Flights 
Over U.S. Carriers Carry 
Seeds Of Possible War'

WASHINGTON 
(AP)—The So­ 
viet Union should be given to un­ 
derstand that flights over U.S. 
aircraft carriers are dangerous 
and "carry the seeds of possible 
conflict.”

Alaskan members of Congress 
clamored for stronger defense* for 
the 49th state in the wake of last 
Thursday’s penetration of Alaskan 
air space by two Soviet planes.

Officials sought today to plumb 
the reason for a series cf episodes 
in which Soviet aircraft flew over

at sea. 
There was speculation that these 
could be tit-for-tat tactics for the 
close inspection the United States 
gives to Soviet bloc and other 
ships proceeding to Communist 
Cuba. 
FOUR IN FLIGHT 
Revealing the latest of these in­ 
cidents, the Defense Department 
said 
Monday 
that 
four 
Soviet 
Bears—normally classed as bomb­ 
ers but employed also for recon­ 
naissance—flew over the carrier 
Constellation in the western Pa­ 
cific Saturday. 
Alerted by radar. U.S. Navy 
and reconnaissance fighter planes 
intercepted the Soviet craft about 
IOO miles from the big ship and 
escorted them “during a total of 
nine individual passes over the 
carrier,” *he Pentagon related. 
As in the case of previous Soviet 
overflights of U.S. carriers—one 
off the Azores and others in the 
North Atlantic and North Pacific 
—the Russians had a legal right 
to be where they were because 
they were over international wa­ 
ters. a Defense Department state­ 
ment said.

But Sen. Mundt, South Dakota

“ I think it is high time the ap 
propriate officials of our govern 
ment came to an understanding 
with the Russians that flights of 
that kind carry with them the 
seeds of possible conflict. Sooner

No .shooting occurred in any of 
the incidents, including the one 
last Thursday in which, the Unit­ 
ed States charged, two Soviet re­ 
connaissance planes penetrated 30 
miles into American air space 
over the southwestern corner of 
Alaska. 

Ernest Omening, 
D-Alaska, said the episode pointed 
up what he considers the woefully 
inadequate defenses of Alaska. He 
said he and other members of 
Alaska’s three-man congressional 
delegation have been trying for 
years to get the Pentagon to sta­ 
tion missiles like the Minuteman 
in Alaska, but without success.

WASHINGTON 
(A P'—The Su­ 
preme Court is filling a vacuum 
in American government by pro­ 
tecting peoples rights when Con­ 
gress or state legislatures fail to 
do so or fail to undo what has 
become unfair. 
It has been criticized for assert- j 
ing such authority. But in recent 
years it has not been deterred I 
The principle is not new. It s now 
IOO years since the court first 
claimed such authority. 
Three prime examples: 
I In IWM it outlawed segrega­ 
tion in public schools. 
2. One year ago it moved to 
give city people their fair propor­ 
tion of representation in state 
legislatures. 
EACH VOTE COUNTS 
3 Monday, in the logical next 
step after the 1962 decision, it 
said each person s vote must count 
a.- mi»ch as any other's in state­ 
wide elections. 
In 1803 Chief Justice John Mar­ 
shall—by simply saying the Su­ 
preme Court had the authority—a 
sorted its right to pass on the con­ 
stitutionality of acts of Congress 
and state legislatures. 
Until then such authority of the 
court was questionable. It had 
never been spelled out. Marshall 
was criticized but the principle 
stuck. 
Succeeding generations of Su­ 
preme Court justices had not al­ 
ways been willing to throw their 
weight around. Some seemed more 
influenced by the climate of their 
time than by strict constitutional 
considerations. 
CITES i m RULE 
For example: In 1896 the court 
gave its famous "separate but 
equal’* rule. This said it was not 
unconstitutional for state laws lo 
segregate Negroes in public places 
provided the treatm ent they got 
equalled that given whites. 
It became increasingly unequal 
until Negroes wound up treated 
as second-class citizens. But Con­ 
gress. despite growing protests, 
for more than half a century re­ 
fused to undo that 1896 ruling by 
declaring segregation unlawful. 
The Supreme Court stepped into 
this national vacuum in 1954 with

in effect said the 1896 decision was 
wrong The 1954 decision then had 
the effect of law. 
OTHER COURT ACTION 
Once this step was taken, the 
door was open to other court ac­ 
tion again!* segregation in other 
areas, 
In the last century people liv­ 
ing 
in 
the 
country 
far 
out­ 
numbered 
city-dwellers. 
They 
therefore justly had more repre­ 
sentation 
in 
state 
legislatures 
This was based on representation 
ir, proportion to numbers. 
As the population shifted and 
more people lived in cities than 
in the country, state legislatures 
should have changed in complex­ 
ion with city people having the 
greater number of representatives. 
The rural representatives, still 
outnumbering 
those 
from 
the 
cities, balked at a reapportion­ 
ment that would diminish their 
ranks or influence. When the city 
people’s appeals for fairness were 
frustrated, 
they turned to 
the 
Supreme Court. 
A V O ID ED ISSUE 
For years the court refused to 
intervene. It changed its mind 
last March. At that time a survey 
by the National Municipal League 
showed 
over-representation 
of 
rural areas existed in all but six 
states. 
A year ago the court ruled that 
if state legislatures didn't reap­ 
portion 
themselves 
to 
provide 
fair representation in accordance 
with the distribution of population, 
federal courts could move in to 
force them to. 
This decision started a Hood of 
legal fight*;. The court has still 
not laid down any fixed guide­ 
lines for reapportioning legislative 
seats. But some states have al­ 
ready done the job themselves. 
HITS G EO RG IA, M A R Y LA N D 
What the court said Monday 
was "one voter, one vote"

The word was inserted in the 
Scranton administrntionx's school 
reorganization plan in an effort to 
salvage the controversial program 
from legislative determination to 
repeal it. 


That a quality education for ev­ 
ery school child in Pennsylvania 
is the aim of every educator and 
every legislator is undisputed. 
But whether quality itself should 
be used to determine the means 
to the end is another question. 
SCRANTON PLAN 


Despite the political clamor for 
repeal of the 
1961 
compulsory 
law, Gov. Scranton is determined 
that reorganization is the way to 
improve the public school system. 
In an effort to soothe the ruf­ 
fled feelings, however, his admin­ 
istration 
has decided 
that dis­ 
tricts already offering 
a 
good 
quality education should be ex­ 
empt from the law. 
The evidence 
compiled 
after 
years of study produces compel­ 
ling arguments for reorganization 
and the history of .some 50 years 
of legislation to do it voluntarily 
in Pennsylvania shows a compul­ 
sory 
program 
is necessary 
to 
achieve it. 
Some 17 months ago. the Insti­ 
tute of Administrative Research 
at Teachers College in Columbia 
University published an article on 
"relations 
between 
community 
size and school quality." 
CITED SURVEYS 
The article reported on numer­ 
ous surveys that showed quality 
of education impro\ed as the size 
of the district improved—up to the 
point where bigness itself pre­ 
sented new problems. 
The ideal size district, the arti­ 
cle concluded, was 20.000 to 50.000 
people. In terms of pupils, the 
population range would be 4.000 
to 10,000 'on the general rule-of- 
thumb that one out of every five 
persons is a public school stu­ 
dent). 
The 1961 law adopted 4.000 pu­ 
pils as the goal of reorganization 
and made that its principal cri­ 
terion.
